FINANCIAL DISTORBERS IN CON-

Saturday’s vote in the Honse. of .Repre- } 
sentatives must be more than a surprise to 
the Greenbackers andthe motley groups 
that come together as anti-resumptionists.

CRIME AND DISEASE IN TENEMENTS. 

Many ofthe clergymen of this City, yes- 
terday, by common agreement, discoursed 
to their congregations of tenement-houses 
and the necessity for providing better homes 
for the poor. “A considerable space’ in Tax 
Trugs this morning is surrendered to an 
epitome of some of the views presented by 
some of the speakers. If anybody asks 
why the pulpit has taken up this matter, 
and why itis made topic for public dis- 
cussion on the Christian Sabbath, we sup- 
pose the answer would be something like 
this: It is vain to preach and_ teach, Chris- 
tian morality to people who live in squalor 
and. wretchedness. If decency, purity. of 
life; ‘and ‘obedience to moral and 
poltieal law are to prevail in any com- 
munity, the people must first be lifted out 
of an atmosphere polluted by noxious odors, 
and delivered from. surroundings which are 
degrading in their influence upon the physi- 
eal senses. The clergy, in their work of 
reformation and elevation, we take it, have 
resolved te lay the axe at the root of the 
tree. It has long since been admitted that 
the New-York tenement-house is.the. nur- 
sery of disease, sin, and moral and physi- 
cal pollution, Sermons and tracts designed 
to' grouse the sinners who inhabit these 
hives.are like lotioris and poultices applied 
to the surface of a deeply rooted cancer. 

Th general terms it is said that, of our 
whole population, 600,000 live in tene- 
ment-houses. .A_ New-York  tenement- 
house, as we usually apply that term, 
is a stracture five, six, or seven steries 
high, with one common entrance for all, 
and in which provision is made for housing

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It is highly important thatthe supreme 
law of a State should be beyond the reach 
of that popular fickleness which too often 
characterizes the making and unmaking of 
statutes. Hence, a Constitution should be 
so carefully and wisely framed or amended 
as to avoid ‘the necessity of frequent te- 
vision. It is little more than ten years 
since the. judiciary article in the Constitu- 
tion of this State was changed, and now 
another amendment to it is proposed. . This 
amendment provides for the repeal of the 
clause which disqualifies a Judge from. sit- 
ting. on. the bench after he. has become 
70 years’ of age, “Whether “it will 
not be better to wait till the next géneral 
revision before attempting to make this 
amendment, or whether it ean be success- 
fully carried through now, are. questions 
which will'give rise toa difference of opinion. 
But the Constitution will be better without 
than with this limitation, which ig one that 
should not be found in the law of this or of 
any other State. A similar clause was put 
into the Constitution framed in: 1822, 
whieh compelled Judges to retire from the 
Bench at 60 years of age. Sucli'a ‘restric- 
tion was wisely omitted in the Constitution 
of 1846, and thé framers of 1867-8 might 
well have followed the example of their 
predecessors in this respect. 

Of course, the existing provision was de- 
signed to rid the people of a Judge whose 
capacity for. satisfactory judicial work has 
been lost or impaired by age. But the his- 
tory of the Bench shows that where such a 
limitation will serve this purpose’ in one 
ease, in many others it will deprive the 
public of the valuable experience, the great 
learning, andthe ripe judgment of jurists 
at a time when their intellectual powers are 
in full vigor and promise many yéars of rich 
fruit. Far better than such a law is that of 
the United States, which does not disquali- 
fy a Judge on account of advanced: age, 
but. permits him to retire on his salary 
at “70, after ten years’ service. If we 
must have protection . against the evil 
of a Judge sitting on the bench in, his 
dotage, it is practicable to secure this by » 
flexible law without sacrificing the advan- 
tages which are necessarily lost under the 
cast-iron tule now in foree, For instance, 
the question whether a Judge shall continue 
in office after he has attained a certain age

Bishop Whitehouse about Bishop Oummins’ 
tight to officiate in the former's diocese of Ti- 
nois without his consent, in which both took 
ground itieorsistent with Christian courtesy, 
followed the cofivetition. Bishop Cummins was 
led on by the evangelical Bishops to beard the 
lion in his den at Chicago, and push an unfor- 
tunate disagreement to its extreme conge-, 
quences. They made him the cat’s-paw to pre- 
cipitate trouble. Then, at the same time, Rev. 
Mason Gallagher wrote to hitn in the belief, to 
use his dwn words, ‘‘that the Lord intends 
that you shall be of grest servicé in the deliv- 
erance of his people from an intolerable spir- 
itual bondage,” coupled with broad Hints of a 
possible secéssion of evangelital men from ‘‘ the 
Church of oar love,” as they sed to call it, for 
the purpose of making the work of refornia- 
tion more radical and effective. Bishop 
Cummins had not in 1869 whoily © de- 
spaired. He replied: “For myself, I ré- 
gret the withdrawal. of every evangelical 
than from our rahks, alteidy so thitned, 
and if there is sufficient. ground for the with- 
drawal of ahy humber of evangelical mén from 
our Church, there is ground for the withdrawal 
of all.” What finally upset him took place four 
years later, after he had participated in a cele- 
bration of the Lord’s Suppérin Rey. Dr. John 
Hall’s Uhutoh, in this City, duting the session 
of the Bvangelical Alliance. It was a bold pro- 
cveding for a Bishop to do what Bishop Oum- 
mins rejoiced to be amartyr in doing—to utterly 
ighoré the traditions of his office—and the act 
stirred up the Episcopal Church to ite depths 
The controversy ragéd for sotie weeks in the 
daily press, long enough to at length convince 
Dr. Otininins that it was uttefly useléds to 
try to reform the Ohurch without leaving 
it altogether; which he provesded to do. He 
waa inwilling to abide by any act that did not 
declare the orders of any Protestant denomina- 
tion a8 good as his own, and rather tlan change 
his position decided Nov. 9, 1873, to leave the 
cémmunion in which he liad labored for over 
28 years, and transfer his work and office to 
ahother épliefé of labor. In doing this, he 
wrote to the Presiding Bishop, Smith: “‘ Ihave 
an cafnést hope and confidence that 4 basis for 
the union of all evangelical Christendom can 
be found in 4 éofmmunion which shall retain or 
restore a primitive episcopacy and a. pure 
Scriptural liturgy, with a fidelity to the doc- 
trine of justification byfaithonly. © * * To 
this blessed work I devote the remaining years 
of lite.” The apshot of Dr. Cummitis’ entire 
ecclesiastical life is givenin the words just 
quoted. He failed entirely to comprehend or

A @énuiné scare s6ems to haéVe seized upon 
the evahgelical party when Bishop Cummins 
announced his putpose of organizing, which he 
aid Deo, 2, 1873, a new Ohurch, and the evan- 
geltical Bishops Who had cheered Dr. Cummins 
on until he had taken the fatal step of eccle- 
sinstical schism, were suddetly totichéd with 
conservatism, and left their episcovai brother 
té take Gare of hiiself, The itttePest in Bishop 
Cummins’ life centres in this step, in the mo- 
tives Which led him to it, and this point we 
have aimed to set forth as far as possible in his 
é6wn words. The rest of the story, until his 
sudden death, June 26, 1876, is siniply the 
técord of his attempts to organize the Reformed 
Episcopal Church in Catiada and thé United 
States, and give the new sect such colierence 
and tinity a8 Was possible undér the citeumi- 
stances. It isactrious commentary upon the 
itipatiencs of his life at the slow évolution of 
his hopes, and at his mistaken understanding 
of the movement for religious development 
whichis eharadteristis of our tithe, that the 
very ends which he most desired to reach, the 
aceeptance of the principle of toleration for the 
extremes of widely divergent opinions, were 
reached in the General Convention of 1874, 
with practical unanimity of consent, by leaders 
of all parties in the Church he haa left. Within 
an hour of Vietory, not for evangelical partisan- 
ship, but for the many-sided application of re- 
ligious truth to the mental and spiritual noeds 
of our own day, he gave up everything as lost, 
and transferred himself to new fields of labor. 
If his séreer was Consistent with liis convid- 
tious, it was 4 career only possible to & narrow 
atid énthusidstic man, who bélisved his éonvié- 
tions to be beyond thé heed of correction.
